Their report, made nearly 14 years 
after the destruction of the Maine, 
confirms the findings of tho Samp- 
son board, which Investigated the 
wreck in 1908. Thp verdict of tho 
Sampson board was largely based on 
reports of divers who examined tho 
torn hull, wbllo tho Vreeland board 
were able to examine every detail of 
the wreck, for the first time exposed 
to view by tho dewntcring of the 
cofferdam.

Crowd Friday Night 


An audience tli.u tested the seat- 


ing capacity of the SiMli-St. theatre 
heard Charles Windlo of Chicago last 
night on an addiess against the Hose 
lav.- and for real temperance.

audience hung to every \\oid utter- 
ed, at times breaking forth into tu- 
mviltouK applause. 


.Mr. Windle is :i man of impressive 


btage presence, a master of eloquence 
and with powerful voice. He won his 
vast audience with his first utter- 
ance. He proceeded to state his rea- 
son for opposing the Hose law; lie- 
cause 
he believed in 
temperance, 


which tallies exactly with win- the 
;oshocton business men oppose the 
Rose law. 
They too believe in real 


temperance. 
He declared 
the anti- 


saloon league tactics opposed to gen- 
line reason, false in its logic, oppos- 
ed to nature, an insult to manhood, 
destructive of human equality, inimi- 
cal to agriculture, an enemy to .aboi 
and antagonistic to the divine order.

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S LEAGUE APPEAL 


Heart-to-Heart Talk With the People of Coshocton County—Calmly Reviewing 


the Past and Pointing the Way for the Future, v

TO THE PEOPLE OF COSHOCTON COUNTY: 


As citizens of Coshocton county who are interested in the moral, social and industrial uplift of the community as a whole, we address this appeal to the men and 


women of every shade of religious or political opinion.

The Question that confronts us for solution is whether or not our community would be. benefited by further experiment with the Rose law attempt at prohibi- 
It is to work out a practical solution of this problem that the Citizens League was recently organized. The membership of the Citizens League comprises more 


than ninety ner cent of the business and professional men of Coshocton — men who are the very life-blood of our social and industrial development, and whose zeal 
for the Community weal is second only to their solicitude for their families and homes. Of the membership of the Citizens League more than two-thirds are strict 
temperance men, many are total abstainers, and many of them voted three years ago in favor of the Rose law proposition. 


It is not the purpose of the Citizens League to deal harshly with those of opposite, opinion. Although some leaders of the opposition may speak of us and our 


nrincirdes in very intemperate language, we shall not retaliate in kind. We shall conduct this campaign along educational lines and keep it clean, open, above board 
and free from personal abuse. We invite our worthy opponents to join us on thathigh ground of common courtesy and fair dealing. 


We are all citiz°ns of the same city and county that our fathers have done so much to make a desirable community in which to live. 
We all share ,or should 


share in the same commun ity pride, glorifying in the progress we have made, all working together, in building up our splendid churches, schools and other educa- 
tional and charitable institutions. We all rejoice, or should all rejoice, in the building up of the large and diversified industries which give employment to great 
numbers of our people affordng them opportunity to earn good incomes and be thereby enabled to share more of the comforts and pleasures of life. 
And these 


wage earners afford a good home market for the products of the farm, thereby increasing the prosperity, usefulness and happiness of our agricultural population. 


We ask you to scrutinize the list of 240 signers of the Declaration of Principles of the Qtizens League, and see if any one could make up a list of any other 


240 names who have done more for the uplift of this community .morally, socially, industrially and charitably, than have these 240 men. These men do not pretend to 
be better than the rest of the community, but when their deeds for public good are compared with those of their critics who pose as "better than thou," it teaches us 
that no man should arrogate to himself the right to dictate for the individual conscience, nor to impugn the motives of honest men who are endeavoring to work out 
reforms by means differing from the theories of others. 


The question of the liquor traffic is a case in point. The issue at hand, in the forthcoming Rose law election, is not a choice between temperance and intemp- 


erance, as some of the Rose law adherents would make it appear. 


It is not a question of wet or dry, within the literal meaning of these two words. The terms "wet" and "dry" are figurative or slang words that have been 


adopted for the sake of brevity. The employment of these brief figures of speech has been much imposed upon by the so-called "dry" speakers and writers, who un- 
dertake to make it appear that the persons arrayed on the side of the so-called "wets" are intemperate, etc. 
. 


The point we wish to emphasize is this: The Citizens League, whether called "wets" or whatever else, stands just as firmly for real temperance as do the Rose 


law adherents who call themselves "drys." The difference lies not in the END to be attained, but in the MEANS to an end. The Rose law adherents seek to attain 
that end by attempts at prohibition. The Citizens League seeks to attain that end by practical regulation. 


The leading Rose law adherents promised in the campaign of three years ago that if the open saloon were voted out we would have perfect local conditions. 


They proclaimed'that they could and would regulate things under the Rose law; that the liquor traffic would be suppressed; that the boys and the inebriates 
would be save'd; that the miseries of the homes would be relieved; that divorces and cases of non-support would be diminished; that crime would decrease; that 
fewer mortgages would be filed and more canceled; that our local commerce and industry would be more thrifty and our people more prosperous, and so on ad infini- 
tum. 


We shall not now question the sincerity nor impugn the motives of those leaders who published those promises. Much less would we criticize their follow- 


ers who honestly believed what the leaders told them, and who were thoroughly conscientious in voting to give the Rose law a trial, to see whether it would im- 
prove conditions or do what its leading advocates promised. 
; 


How well or how'little the'Rose law and its sponsors have succeeded is now a matter of record, not theory or conjecture. Anybody can see it, and almost ev- 


erybody admits it. It is evident on every hand. It all goes to show, without any question of doubt, that as a^ temperance measure the Rose law is a failure. Not only 
that but the attempt to enforce its impossible provisions has led to the most unfortunate feud that has ever been inflicted upon this community, engendering bit- 
terness and strife without a parallel in all the annals of our county. Even this could be endured if there were any compensating benefits in the way of net results in 
moral and social conditions. But there are none. 


The workings, of the Rose law are known not only by general observation of every wide-awake citizen, but in addition the story of its farcical failure is told in 


thundernig tones by the cold, undeniable records at the court house and the city hall, which show by official statistics that under Rose law conditions during * the 
last three years there are more divorces, more boys and girls sent to the state reform schools, more cases of insanity, increased expense of maintaining the county in- 
fimary, increased number of crimes committed and of criminal indictments, decrease.d number of deeds filed, increased number of mortgages filed, decreased number 
of mortgages canceled, increased number of arrests in Coshocton for intoxication and for other offenses, increased . fines collected — in short, an appalling story of 
increased dissipation, crime and misery, together v/ith decreased prosperity. For the detailed and undeniable figures showing these conditions see the Citizens League 
bulletin headed "Plain Facts," which is published in the local press. 


The failure of the Rose law is not singular to Coshocton county. It has been no more successful in the counties of Scioto, Lawrence, Pickaway, Athens, Wyan- 


dot Columbiana, Marion and Perry. These are counties in which the average type and temper of the citizenship is practically the same as the citizenship of Coshocton 
county. The great majority of the people of those eight comities are in favor of temperance, as shown by the large "dry" majorities they gave in Rose law elections 
three years ago. But after giving it a trial of three yea.rs they found the Rose law to be a failure and a farce, and took the first opportunity to abandon it, as they 
have done by very decisive majorities in recent elections. Many more counties are taking steps to relieve themselves of the Rose law, after having given it a fair trial 
of three years. 


The deplorable conditions which have existed during the last three years are the direct and natural result of attempted prohibition, which led to the illicit and 


baneful traffic as conducted by the speak-easy, the blind-tiger, the boot-legger and the kitchen saloon. Peoplewho used to buy their beverages by the drink now buy 
them by the quart or gallon, and consume them in like manner. Instead of buying a drink they nowjbuy a drunk. 


So much for the past and present. What of the future? Shall we have further attempted prohibition with all the attendant evils of the underground traffic, or 


shall we have the restricted and regulated saloon? 


Let us forget the past except to profit by the wretched experience. 
Let by-gones be by-gones and let patriotic and practical citizens get together now to 


correct the mistake of three years ago. How shall it be done? 


The Citizens League has been organized as a permanent institution. Anticipating that a majority of the good people of Coshocton county will vote to come out 


from under the yoke of the Rose law, our organization will continue on more vigorously than ever, doing everything within human power to prevent abuses of the li- 
quor traffic. Since we had open saloons here before, the state legislature has enacted a regulation law, which the Citizens League will do everything possbile to 
have enforced. In addition we are already having drafted municipal ordinances which will help in certain ways, and we have pledges from members and members- 
elect of the city council that these will be promptly enacted in the event the county comes out from under the operations of the Rose law. We invite all citizens of the 
city and county, of all shades of opinion, to join with us in the work of bringing about the best possible enforcement of these laws, both municipal and state. Please 
bear in mind we do not promise ideal or perfect conditions like our worthy opponents promised in the campaign three years ago. Instead of promising perfection, we 
assert, without the slightesthesitancy or doubt, that the local conditions will be better — vastly better — than during the last three years or any other period within the 
recollection of the present generation. 


We ask you people inthe outlying townships and villages to be not deceived by the specious plea that saloons will be started in your villages if the county votes 


against the Rose law prohibition. That is not true. All of your townships that voted "dry" under the township local option law will still remain "dry" without an- 
other election under the Beal law. Those few townships that never had a saloon need have no fears that one will be started, for a saloon could not do enough busi- 
ness there to enable the proprietor to pay the Aiken tax of $1,000 a year. The meaning of all this is that Coshocton is the only place where saloons can exist as a result 
of the forthcoming Rose law election. 


With all these facts and conditions patent to every open-minded person, we appeal to the calm, deliberate judgment of every patriotic citizen of the county to 


join with us in dealing with this question in a practical way, instead of a fanatical way, to the end that weaknesses of the human race shall be strengthened as 
much as possible by regulation, instead of making them worse by unsuccessful attempts at prohibition. 


We cannot overlook that since the dawn of civilization to the present time beverages have been indulgd in by a majority of the human race, and that only a 


minority are total abstainers. It is reasonable to presume that the average tendency of the race is about the same as it has always been and that it will never be possi- 
ble for the minority to successfully prohibit that which the majority want; but with the majority and the minority co-operating, regulation can be successful where 
attempts at prohibition fail. In view of such conditions, the practical, sensible course for good people to pursue is to abandon the rainbow chase after the impossible, 
and to get together for that which is possbile. Having learned in the scnooi of experience that Rose law prohibition is impossible, hundreds of its former supporters are 
nov; turning away from that measure and favoring the practical solution which is" found only in regulation. 


\ve invite every good citizen of the county to .loin with us, both before and after the election, in this movement to drive out the speak-easy and the boot-leg- 
I 


ger and substitute a system of regulation. Let us all get together as a county community in friendly relations like we used to have before the era of the Rose law. Let 
I 


us live together and strive together for ail that is good and useful in building "up our churches and schools and other institutions the benefits of which are shared by all 
our people, rich or poor, and may we again have in Coshocton county the blessings of a law-abiding, God-fearing, peace-loving community in which human fellowship 
and good will may reign among neighbors and friends.
